Just  as  in  most  other  high  schools,  our  yearbook  staff  was  organized  so  that  we  could  have 
this  classbook  to  remember  our  days  at  McCann.  Since  this  is  the  very  first  Artisan,  it  will 
always  mean  something  very  special  to  all  of  us,  especially  we  Seniors. 

Each  one  of  us  will  remember  certain  happenings  of  his  own  shop  and  class,  and  we  will  be 
remembered  as  the  first  class  to  graduate  with  all  the  trimmings  like  our  yearbook,  our  Senior 
Banquet,  our  Senior  Prom  and  most  important  of  all,  Graduation  Day.
